License those individuals qualifed by experience, training and examin- 
ation in the plumbing field. 


Carry out an inspection program to see that minimum plumbing codes are 
followed and the public health is properly protected.

Adoption of the Uniform Plumbing Code 1973 Edition. 


Establishment of a Complaint Committee to deal more fairly with licensed 
persons when violations of the law occur and a hearing may be required.
